Those which v.-ere diopped over- 
boaid oil ihe American toa^t took a 
northerly course, \\-lnIo 1lj<>io on the 
Europcau tulo iloated to^uiJ tho south. 
Botth s dropped oveiboaid in (he Noith 
AlUmlio started lowaid tbe northeast, 
and those tiom the Afiicv.u or Spanish 
coast floated almost dirictly wot until 
(hey 
reached tlie West India iblancls. 


The general directions ot Uio ciiuciits 
T\vro thus ascertained, showing Unit the 
watei-i acted upon by windh and cur- 
rents circulated round and round like n 
pool. 
In all pools lioating objects are quick- 


ly cast outoide of the ivvolving currents, 
or they aro carried with thorn in their 
circular route for sorno limn until they 
aro washed nearer tho center or side of 
the pool. The bottles that were forced 
outside of the currents of the ocean were 
cast upon tho shores oi' some country, 
but those v.'hieh were workecl toward 
the center eventually found their way in 
the calm waters of the Sargasso sea. 
Here they remain peacefully until 
picked up by eoino vessel, or until tome 
storm cabta them back into the great 
pool,

Derelicts or abandoned vessels ire-

inent of all. Tbo wrecks i.re cuvprod 
with mould and green blune, fallowing 
ih'j long, lonesome voyayo which they 
liavo passed Unon^h.

The hfo in this sea ih interesting. Soli- 


tary and alone the acres of waters, cov- 
eied with the debris, stretch out as tho 
vast graveyard of tho ocean, seldom 
being vioited by vts&els or Imman beings. 
Far from all tracli'ig joutoa of vessels, 
tho sight of a sail or steamship is 
something unusual. The fishos of tho 
sea form the chief life of those watory 
solitudes. Attracted by tho vast quaii- 
citics of wieclrage floating in the wna, 
and also by the gulf weed on which ni my 
of them live, they bwarni around in 
great numberrf. Tho smaller iishcs live 
in tho intricate avenues formed by the 
ecaweed, and tho more ferocious dr-iii- 
zens of tho deep come lather to feed iip- 
on the quantities of-femall lish. In this 
way the submaiino life of the Sargasso 
sea is made interesting and lively. 


Tho only life overhead is thai inado 


by a. few sea birds, which occasionally 
reach tho .solitude* of this midocean 
cemetery- A few of Iho long flyers of 
the air penetrate to the very middle ot 
the ocean, but it is very rarely that this 
occurs. Some havo been known to fol- 
low vessels across the ocean, keeping at 
a respectful distance fiom the stern. 
Other birds havo been swept out to sea 
by storms, and have finally sought ref- 
uge in tho Sargasso sea. Still others, 
taking refuge on some derelict, have 
been gradually carried to the same mid- 
ocean scene. 


There is sufficient food floating on the 


surface or to be obtained from the fishes 
which live among the forests of seaweed 
to support a large colony of birds. It is 
surmised that many of those found in 
tho sea have inhabited those regions for 
years, partly from choice arid partly 
from neces.-.ity. Birds swept out there 
by storms would not care to venture the 
long return trip to land, and finding an 
abundance of food and wrecks on which 
to rest and rear their young they might 
oasily become ccsitented with their 
fctrange lot. 
Just how far the strong 


winged sea birds can fly without resting 
is all conjectural, but it is doubtful if 
many of them would undertake such a 
long journey seaward with no better 
prospects ahead than dreary wastes of 
water.—Detroit Free Press.

of securities. 
The banker prospered bi- 


yond IIH wi'deat dream. 
He wrote Io hifl 


monied friends in Massuchusi-tts with tho 
result that they entrusted large sums fov 
him to loan on Kansas securities. 
Interest 


was booicinj; John was doiog a land office 
business, and Kansas farms were being 
rapidly mortgngiid. 
Fearing that K'HHAS 


would soon b > f u l l y developed oud the 
farmers be able to git out of debt, he 
eutereu into a conspiracy with tho Eastern 
bondholders to gradually contract the cur» 
rouoy, and malo money j'lst light enough 
so that the f irm»rs could p-iy the interest 
and nolhiag on the principle of tbeh" debts. 
In order to make this conspiracy successful 
they mos1'. work in nnisoo. with the money 
kings of Europe. 
The-je plutocrats were to 


make money HO tight iu Europe that tho 
consumers 
of 
American food products 


could not afford to piy E f-dr pncp, and 
whenever the American farcaer undeitoak 
to advaacB tho price so he could provide a 
sinking fund for his debts immediutely the 
European consumers would be put on half 
rations, th^ demand f < i r -Yinsrioaa food pro 
due's would slacken and pric^a wou'd drop 
b <•'; io th^ schedule fixe? by the plut;cratf.
